Romulus Community Schools sig- 
naled the start of construction on its 
new elementary schoo! with a special 
ground-breaking ceremony held Tues- 
day, July 18. The new school will be 
located on Beverly Road just west of 
Henry Ruff, and is scheduled to open in 
the fall of 2001. 

Among the more than 200 attend- 
ees who were present for the cere- 
mony /luncheon were many local digni- 
taries as well as district staff members, 
parents, and other area residents. 

"We are looking forward to begin- 
ning the construction process on what 
will be one of the finest elementary 
schools in southeastern Michigan," said 
Joel Carr, Superintendent. 

Spokesperson Richard Kruse noted 
that the new elementary represents the 
culmination of months of research and 
development by a special committee 
working with the district's architectural 
firm, Kingscott Associates; the district's 


construction managers, Barton Malow;

Program Benefits Teens 
Dear Editor: 

The Oakwood Healthcare System 
and First Step have successfully com- 
pleted the first year of their Sexual As- 
sault Awareness Program. Oakwood's 
Teen Health Centers (Inkster, Romulus, 
and Taylor) partnered with First Step 
(Western Wayne County's Project on 
Domestic Violence and Sexual Assault) 
to implement the Adolescent Sexual 
Assault Awareness Program (ASAAP) 
in Inkster, Romulus, and Taylor-Truman 
high schools. 

The ASAAP educates freshmen 
high-school students on sexual assault 
awareness through a series of three 
presentations. Additionally, 10-12 fresh- 
men will be selected to present the 
ASAAP to the incoming freshmen for 
the next two years. This program was 
developed with the goals of: 

e reducing sexual assault, 

e increasing awareness through peer 
education, and 

e decreasing stereotypical and victim- 
blaming attitudes. 

Throughout the 1999-2000 school year, 

over 500 freshmen received the three 

ASAAP presentations. A total of 23 pre- 

sentations were given per month. 

The students from the high schools 
expressed their gratitude for the pro- 
gram. For instance, some of their com- 
ments have included: “/ never knew 
anything about ‘date-rape drugs’ until | 
saw these presentations. Thank you." 
and “Thank you for coming in and talk- 
ing to us about sexual assault. It is an 
important topic that all teenagers should 
be aware of." 

Staff at the high schools also have 
been very receptive towards the pro- 
gram. Some of their comments have 
included: “Thank you for bringing the 
ASAAP to our high school. It has been 
very beneficial for our students."and “It 
is important for all kids to be made 
aware of the issues regarding sexual 
assault."

Yerman "Warns" EDS . 
To the Editor: 

ls your article entitled "Well Oppo- 
nents March on ‘Environmental Jus- 
tice — as well as your caption, "EDS 
President Doug Wicklund answers ‘en- 
vironmental justice’ claims with Census 
Statistics" — a ploy so that Doug Wick- 
lund can start drilling "with ‘little paper’ 
in hand" once Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ) Direc- 
tor Russ Harding approves the final 
permits? (The Romulus News, June 2, 
2000) 

On page 2 of the above-mentioned 
article, you refer to Representative Ray 
Basham and myself: "... Accordingly, 
when RECAP member Sandra Yerman 
and State Representative Ray Basham 
contacted the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) and expressed their 
belief that the EDS project would result 
in environmental injustice for the sur- 
rounding community, the EPA made a 
thorough review of the subject. ..." 

Romulus News, in this paragraph, 
you've put the cart before the horse; 
and throughout the whole article, you've 
not identified which EPA agencies you 
are referring to, nor which EPA agen- 
cies are appropriately involved, /eaving 
out the EPA's “head honcho" for envi- 
ronmental justice complaints — the EPA 
Office of Civil Rights (OCR), located in 
Washington, D.C. — entirely! 

To clarify the above paragraph, 
et al.: 


1. ("... the EPA made a thorough 
review of the subject. ...") You are refer- 
ring to the EPA, Region 5, in Chicago, 
Illinois, which made a preliminary re- 
view of environmental justice, which 
was sent to all interested parties who 
made written/oral comments regarding 
EPA/UIC (underground injection control) 
permits at the public hearing(s). (The 
mailing was sent around March 1998, 
| believe.) 

2. ("...when RECAP member San- 
dra Yerman and State Representative 
Ray Basham contacted the [EPA] ...") 
Representative Basham and! appealed 


‘to the Environmental Appeals Board of 


the EPAin Washington, D.C., regarding 
the two EPA/UIC permits granted to 
EDS. Our appeals were denied, andthe 
Environmental Appeals Board of the 
EPA made further comments regarding 
environmental justice, but environmen- 
tal justice was not the main body of 
either Ray's or my appeals! 

3. The next paragraph refers to the 
EPA, Region 5; the paragraph after that 
refers to the Environmental Appeals 
Board of the EPA, as does the para- 


grapn after that (1 believe). This (to not 
ID the appropriate EPA agency having 
been involved) is misleading reporting 
on The Romulus News’ part. 

4. (regarding the "head honcho" — 
the EPA OCR in Washington, D.C. —- 
Director Ann E. Goode) A viable Title V/ 
complaint, which has been acknowl- 
edged received and accepted for re- 
view, with resulting stringent directives, 
could prevent/stop EDS from operat- — 
ing! (under the authority of the EPA 
OCR). 

a. There are three viable (i.e., 
filed within the 180-day time period fol- 
lowing the appeal of the Part 625 per- 
mits granted by the MDEQ) Title VI 
complaints filed with the EPA OCR 
(against the MDEQ, regarding EDS) by 
R.P. and Helena Lilly, Debbie Romak, 
and myself (I believe).

Big Oil Industry Needs Some Changes

Although gas prices have declined 
from their record highs, there is little 
argument that they were out of control. 
That raises concerns about the effects 
of those prices. Michigan is at its peak 
season for gasoline consumption — the 
Summer vacation and tourist season — 
and gas prices are a part of not only our 
personal budgets, but the state's tour- 
ism and agriculture industries as well. 

The oil industry mounted a very 
public lobbying effort to convince con- 
sumers that extenuating circumstances 
— including busted pipelines, low re- 
serves, cleaner gasoline, and foreign 
governments — were to blame for people 
in Midwest states like Michigan paying 
upwards of 50 cents more for a gallon of 
gasoline than people in other areas of 
the nation. All the while, "Big Oil" was 
raking in big profit. 

Butthe control which these oil corpo- 
rations have over the price of gasoline 
needs to be examined. The oil giants 
exercise this control through corporate 
ownership of about 1,500 service sta- 
tions, or roughly 25% of all the gasoline 
retail outlets in Michigan. Furthermore, 
the oil companies control another 50% 
of the market through exclusive suppli- 
ercontracts with service stations owned 
and operated by independent business- 
people. Corporate retail outlets, com- 
bined with exclusive contracts, give big 
oil companies the power to set and 
adjust prices arbitrarily and unilaterally. 

Democrats in the Michigan House 
of Representatives have decided that 
we cannot sit back and do nothing. We 
have proposed a package Of legislation 
to open the gasoline retail market to 
more competition, thereby lowering 
prices at the pump now and helping to 
prevent future price gouging by big oll 
companies. 
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The main element of the Demo- 
cratic plan is a bill that would force big oll 
corporations like Shell, Exxon/Mobil, and 
BP/Amocoto sellthe nearly 1,500 Michi- 
gan service stations they own to inde- 
pendent retailers. Our plan also would 
end the exclusive supply contracts which 
limit independent retailers to one or two 
suppliers and prevent them from seek- 
ing the lowest wholesale price from 
among several gasoline refiners and 
passing the savings along to motorists. 

Our proposal also includes legisla- 
tion to prohibit the practice of zone 
pricing, in which big oil corporations set 
artificial prices based on where service 
stations are located. We also are |ook- 
ing at creating a new state excess prot- 
its tax to be paid only by big oil corpora- 
tions whose profits exceed a certain 
threshold in their Michigan businesses. 
This would discourage them from engag- 
ing in profiteering, an oil industry prac- 
tice of using artificially high prices to 
gouge consumers and maximize profits. 

These proposals loosen the iron- 
fisted grip of big oil companies over the 
marketplace and lower prices by in- 
creasingcompetition. Whilesome policy . 
makers have focused on reducing taxes 
paid by motorists — and Democrats are 
open to discussing this option — we 
must focus on the root of the problem: 
big oil's control over supply and prices. 

For too long, anti-competitive prac- 
tices have put Michigan consumers at 
the mercy of big oil corporations. It ts 
obvious that the power of these corpo- 
rations to artificially contro! the price of 
gasoline, through their control of 75% of 
the retail marketplace, is a significant 
factor in how much we pay to fill our 
tanks. We all know that competition 
drives down prices. So if Michigan con- 
sumers are to see long-term relief, we 
must make the gasoline market more 
competitive.

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Local Summer Students Get 
Visit from Army Recruiter 


Earlier this month, the combined 
Romulus/Belleville summer-school pro- 
gram received a special visitation from 
Sergeant Michael Graham of the U.S. 
Army recruiting station in Taylor. 

Sgt. Graham had a great deal of 
information to share with the students. 
He focused on the fact that students 
making a four-year commitment to the 
Army are now eligible for a $20,000 
signing bonus, as well as up to $50,000 
in additional funds for college. Accord- 
ing to Graham, 75% of the bonus money 
is paid upon the completion of basic 
training, with the remainder distributed 
over the course of the student's enlist- 
ment period. Thecollege funds are avail- 
able at any time. 


In order to give students some idea 
of the difficulty level of the Army's enlist- 
mentexamination, Sgt. Graham allowed 
them to take a sample test on his laptop 
computer. The students were then given 
their scores, along with information on 
how their test performance would affect 
their eligibility for enlistment.

A recent traffic crash on Penn- 
sylvania Road west of Inkster Road 
took the life of Andrew David Ross, a 
32-year-old firefighter from Trenton, 
according to Executive Lieutenant 
Eric Painter of the Romulus Police 
Department. 

At 10:25 p.m. on Friday, July 21, 
Ross — riding his 1997 Harley- 
Davidson motorcycle —was traveling 
westbound on Pennsylvania when 
an eastbound 1993 Ford Probe at- 
tempted to pass a slower-moving 
vehicle and collided with the motor- 
cycle. Calls regarding the crash and 
its resultant fire brought police offic- 
ers and firefighters from both Romu- 
lus and Huron Township tothe scene, 
as well as Community Emergency 
Medical Service (CEMS) personnel. 

Although Ross was wearing a 
helmet, the sheer force of the impact 
caused massive trauma to his body.

He was transported to Annapolis 
Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead on arrival. 

The driver of the Probe — a 38- 
year-old resident of Riverview — was 
taken to Heritage Hospital, where he 
was treated and released. Authori- 
ties are withholding his name penda- 
ing the results of their investigation. 

"At this point, we don't believe 
that intoxicants were a factor in this 
incident, although we have not yet 
obtained the results of blood and 
urine tests," stated Painter. "Once 
the investigation is complete, the re- 
sults will be turned over to the 
Prosecutor's office for review and 
possible charges." 

Conducting the investigation are 
Romulus Police Officers Cliff West 
and Duane Smith. Anyone with infor- 
mation regarding the incident should 
contact them at 734-941-8400.
